The claimed invention is related to a method and apparatus for suppressing wind 
noise, the claims are allowed as the result of applicant's remark and amendment 
particularly the claims are allowed because the prior arts of record do not teach a noise 
detector for detecting a wing buffet by deriving and analyzing an average wind buffet 
model comprising attributes of a line fit to a portion of the input signal.
